Soekarno (he has but one name) 
is president of the republic, 
founded on August 17, 1945. It 
comes as a shock to many Amer- 
icans in 1956 to realize that 
the emotions of our revolution 
in 1776 still stir 
and minds of Asians. 


Story 


Soekarno, as a young student, 
was inspired to go to jail by the 
words of George Washington and 
Thomas Jefferson. The organi- 
zations in this country today 
which are founded in memory of 
that revolution have become 
strongly conservative. They are 
not inspired to go to jail for any 
revolutionary concept. 

Soekarno, organizing opposition 
to the Dutch government, spent 
several years in prison, and 
more in exile. Jefferson and 
Washington gave him radical 
and revolutionary ideals. Lin- 
coln, whose emergence from the 
obscurity of frontier poverty to 
the presidency with never a loss 
of compassion and humility, also 
inspired him. 

They were his teachers... 
and his faith. 

So, as a young student he was 
jailed as an agitator and a revo- 
lutionist. Released from prison 
he began again. He was exiled 
to a small island. He was there 
when the.second great war 
flamed and the Japanese teok 
over the islands. 

They brought him back. He 
accepted the top position under 
them. He dutifully, at their de- 
mands, attacked the Allies. But 
he did so in such a mixture of 
Indonesian dialects the people 
listened delightedly. Soekarno 
was damning the Japanese as 
much as the Dutch and the Eng- 
lish. 

His republic is in a shaky eco- 
nomic condition. The Commu- 
nists are strong. There are not 
enough doctors, teachers, techni- 
cians. Even some of his friends 
seem to fear he is too naive in 
viewing them as merely another 
political party. His country in- 
cludes Moslems, Christians, Hin- 
dus and Buddhists. ‘‘We must live 
together as civilized persons,”’ 
he said. 

Under the Dutch the islands 
developed as isolated units, each 
with its own pride, culture and 
prejudices. He holds them to- 


gether with his personality and | 


a common fear of the Dutch.

They squat on 
the ground or stand shoulder to 
shoulder, row upon row, to hear 
him. 

“All eyes are intent, all ears 
are straining to catch the words 
of Bung Karno. It is as if they 
were strangers in a strange land, 
and someone has come to tell 
them where to find the’ path 


they are to follow. He represents | 


to the people their new nation. 
In this role he is magnificent. 
He has the quality of being able 
to be one with his people. ‘Ah, 
Bung,” he says to someone in the 
crowd, ‘I see your wife there is 
pregnant. My wife is pregnant, 
too. It’s wonderful.’ The people 
laugh. They understand this fel- 
low. That is why they are at 
ease with him.”

Neighbor DeKalb 
Is Looking Ahead 


At least eight DeKalb County citizens 
have announced intentions to run for 
seats on the county’s newly voted five- 
man board of commissioners. The county 
voted overwhelmingly last week to end 
one-man rule, a logical development of 
its growth. 


It is important that good men be 
selected for these positions and it is good 
to see contests developing for each of 
them. The problems of DeKalb are com- 
plex and challenging and require a lot 
of thought and planning by the citizens 
and their leadership. 


DeKalb is no longer a rural county. 
It suffers from severe growing pains that 
exaggerate the growth problems of every 
urban community. It is becoming an in- 
dustrial complex and its residential areas 
have mushroomed by leaps and bounds. 
Atlanta’s influx of professional people 
and workers has spilled over into sub- 
urban areas of DeKalb. 


Exact figures are of small consequence 
in trying to measure the county’s prob- 
lems for today’s estimates are outmoded 
tomorrow. School enrollment has reached 
an increase of 4,000 or more a year. 
Utilities—streets, water and sewer sys- 
tems—have not kept pace with growth. 
Many of the streets and roads, paved 
only a short time ago, are falling apart 
because of heavy usage. 

The county has not yet been able to 
work out a tax-assessment system to 
meet its needs which at the same time 
pleases the public. There is a big job of 
education still to be done in this field to 
the end that the people understand that 
classrooms, streets and water 
cost money. 


The county has suffered from lack of 
planning in bygone years—something 
which cannot be blamed on any individ- 
ual. No one anticipated the size of the 
task. A planning and zoning system with 
full legal status has been a great need. 
Much good work has been done in the 
last several years along this line and 
must continue unless costly mistakes are 
to multiply. 

DeKalb has a great future. Its indus- 
trial. potential almost is unlimited. But 
its villages are becoming cities and its 
problems are urban. 


It behooves all citizens of this fine 
Fulton neighbor to acquaint. themselves 
with these problems. Past lack of interest 
can be traced to the fact that so many 
were newcomers. But as residents and 
citizens now, they must participate in 
government and express their wishes. 

We hope to see a lively election in the 
county in Which the issues are discussed 
fully and clearly. Public understanding 
not only should result in election of a 
capable commission but in orderly solu- 
tions to the very real issues which must 
be faced.

Let's Avoid Repetition 
Of Clark Hill Argument 


Georgians will be pleased that the long 
row over disposition of power generated 
at Clark Hill Dam is settled at last. The 
power has been denied the state’s ex- 
panding economy far too long in the argu- 
ment between public and private power 
interests. 

The dispute ends in a compromise, 
with preference customers—cities and 
electric cooperatives—permitted to pur- 
chase the power directly from the govern- 
ment, as authorized by law. The Georgia 
Power Company will be paid a wheeling 
fee for transmitting it. They have or will 
build the transmission lines. 

The argument has dragged on since 
1950 with a considerable financial loss to 
the government and at the same time 
the power has been denied Georgia cus- 
tomers who need it. The loss is regret- 
table. 

Meanwhile, the House Appropriations 
Committee has earmarked $1,500,000 to 
start construction on another Savannah 
River project, the Hartwell Dam. Let-us 
hope that there is no similar argument 
developing there. If so, it should be set- 
tled before the project is completed. 

The Hartwell project and others like 
it will help supply the state's growing 
need for power. As for these never-end- 
ing arguments over disposition of it, some 
definite and ‘workable formula should be 
established to end them

City's Pending File 
Usually Is Quite Full 


“Pending” is the best description for 
many Civic projects designed to improve 
the City of Atlanta and the lives of its 
citazens. 

“Pending,” though, after so long a 
time, has a way of translating itself into 
actuality. 

For instance, improvements at the air- 
port have been pending for years. Now 
there are signs of progress. 

The expressway pended for longer 
than we like to remembér.*The most im- 
portant part of it, the downtown con- 
nector still does, though here again there 
are concrete evidences that someday it 
will be finished. 

Urban redevelopment has been pend- 
ing longer than almost anything else 
around Atlanta. It, too, is beginning to 
move with the recent announcement that 
planning funds have been allocated by 
Wasihngton and a large sum earmarked 
for actual work. “1 

There is more good news for those 
wearying of the “pending” status of so 
many desirable and necessary things. The 
Joint Atlanta Fulton County Planning 
Board has enlarged its engineering staff 
to the point where it soon should be able 
to do some good, long-range planning. In 
the past the board has béén shorthanded 
and too busy with zoning and other 
routine matters to live up to its name. 


More and better planning should 
shorten the pending period of future im- 
provements. Imaginative planning is an 
absolute imperative for the modern city. 
There has been some fine planning here, 
particularly in the case of the Metro- 
politan Planning Commission. But in some 
other instances, planning too, has been 
“pending” rather than an actual fact.

Atlanta—Re Harold Martin's col- 
umn about the Russians reducing 
the size of their army. 

I do not believe the Russian lead- 
ers are actuated by any motives 
of good will or that they are sin- 
cerely interested in easing world 
tensions. My theory is that the 
boys in the Kremlin are simply 
scared to death of the Russian 
Army. I predicate this on my be- 
lief the destruction of the Stalin 
myth resulted directly from the 
army leaders telling the bully boys 
in Red Square to take that anti-

The history of every revolution 
shows that when the army goes 
with the people it is all over with 
the boys in power, Witness the 
French revolution as a classic ex- 
ample. A revolutionary movement 
could be gaining strength in Russia 
with the army the pivotal point.

On the basis 
of revenue collections thus far in 1956, Georgia income may set a new 
record of 290 million dollars before the end of the fiscal year. 


Undoubtedly this increase is the 
result of two major factors: con- 
tinued economic. prosperity and 
strong collection practices on the 
part of the department of revenue. 

April receipts of the state, Wil- 
liams says, have reached $37,328,- 
185 and the department has col- 
lected $228,466,028 in the first 10 
months of the fiscal year, which 
ends June 30. The May and June 
receipts are expected to hit $47,- 
584,000. That, with the income de- 
rived through operations of other 
departments, should skyrocket the 
total state income to 290 million 
dollars by July 1. This would mean 
that spending for the current fiscal 
year, expected to total about 280 
million dollars, will be below in- 
come, 

A surplus of some 10 million 
dollars would be a great step to 
ward accomplishing some of the 
needed programs which have been 


delayed because of the lack of 
funds. 

Georgia has made wonderful 
progress economically in recent 
years. The industrial and business 
expansion has been of such magni- 
tude that some have feared the 
brakes might be applied. However, 
there is no indication of a slow- 
down in the revenue collection fig- 
ures. Apparently Georgia in 1956 
will register economic advance- 
ment with any of the previous 
years.

Would Be Mistake 


WASHINGTON—The U.S. government is not 
dismissing the projected 1,200,000-man cut in the 
Soviet armed forces as merely 


a propaganda 


maneuver. Moscow’s dramatic announcement has large political value 
for.the Soviets. But it is far more than propaganda. It is a significant 
action. Washington intends to treat it as such. Obviously there is a 


considerable gap between promise 
tion here is that the cut in Soviet 
We will not reduce our total 
military manpower below the 
level of 2,800,000 men provided for 
1956-1957 — a figure lower than 
the Soviet forces even when the 
1,200,000 cut is realized. But the 
Eisenhower administration will be 
searching for some practicable cut 
in our total military establishment 
in order to keep the downward 
trend in armaments in motion. 
What is at stake here are two 
different methods of disarmament. 
The United States wants to bring 
about substantial disarmament by 
international agreement and by 
mutual inspection. 
The Soviet Union wants to bring 
about disarmamemt by national 
action without inspection. 


The Kremlin's announced decision 
to reduce its own forces unilateral- 
ly by 1,200,000 is a move to pro- 
mote world disarmament without 
inspection. It is a move which we 
cannot respond to with words 
alone. It is a move calculated to 
knock the props from under NATO. 
We see it as the least desirable 
approach to arms reduction and 
as containing pitfalls like these: 

1—Since Moscow offers an arms 
reduction without inspection and 
invites us to follow suit, how are 
we to know when and whether the 
promised cut has been faithfully 
carried out?

It has been said that many of 
our troubles ‘‘settle in the stom- 
ach” because anything that irri- 
tates the nervous system is likely| 
to affect digestion and the intes- 
tine. 

This explains why persons with 
mother-in-law, financial or boss 
trouble develop painful spasms in 
various parts of the abdomen. 

The same may occur in those 

who are overworked, get too 
little sleep or are besieged 
with nervous stress. The bowel 
clamps down on itself in a fit of 
spasm and occasionally pain is 
so severe the sufferer doubles 
up to obtain relief. These at- 
tacks come and go or persist 
to a lesser degree for days or 
weeks. 

Spasm is not aggravated by eat- 
ing bland foods or by exercise 
and usually subsides with rest 
and relaxation. 

X-rays and other studies may 
be negative and jhe physician 
often calls the disorde: ‘‘nerves’”’ 
or by its more technical name, 
spastic, or irritable colon. This

The organs are healthy but are 
not working properly because 
\they are irritated. The intestine 
is as sensitive to bombardments 
from the brain as the skin of 
some people is overly sensitive 
to the sun’s rays. 

How can this condition be rem- 
edied? Everyone has a cross to 
bear, consequently it is difficult 
ito eliminate all stress and strain. 

On the other hand, it may be 
possible to minimize tension or 
to increase tolerance by getting 
more rest, going on vacation, 
or seeking a charfge In environ- 
ment, occupation or friend- 
ships. 

Some help is obtainable 
through the use of antispasmodic 
drugs (belladonna or atropine) or 
of compounds that paralyze the 
‘nerves going to the 
(Banthine, Pro-Banthine, 
trenyl, Prantal, Pamine, Dar- 
stine, or FElorine sulfate). The 
new tranquilizing agents are ben- 
eficial also. 

But these drugs cannot per- 
form miracles and the individu- 
al must try to correct the under- 
lying disturBances. 

Cathartics are taboo; substitute 
orange or prune juice if consti- 
pation is a problem. Belchers 
must bring the habit under con- 
trol, which in turn will eliminate 
heartburn, bloating and gas.

QUARREL MORE ACUTE 


The quarrel has become more 
acute since the Air Force chal- 
lenged the Army’s ground-to-air 
anti-aircraft role by announcing 
that it would employ the Talos to 
guard Air Force bases within the 
United States. The Air Force has 
scheduled construction of Talos 
emplacements, manned by air- 


men, at four still unidentified

The Talos is a Navy-developed 
missile still in the experimental 
Stage. The Air Force says it has 
a longer range than the Nike. 
There is no official public informa- 
tion on the Nike’s range, but it is 
said to be 25 or 30 miles. 

Between October, 1955, and 
March, 1956, according to the 
Air Force the Army tested the 
Nike five times against the Air 
Force Matador guided missile, 


which was employed as a high- 


(lying, speedy plane. But it was 
not a test under combat condi- 
The Army was given a 
flight plan of the Matador. Neith- 
er evasive maneuvers nor jam- 
ming was attempted to defeat the 
Nike. 

NOT FULLY TESTED 


Thus the Nike was not thor- 
oughly tested in the same way 
that the Air Force tests its own 
weapons, the Air Force said, de- 
spite its insistence on complete 
joint tests. 

The Matador is a_ single- 
winged 12,000-pound bombard- 
ment missile, jet-powered, with 
a range of about 500 miles and 
minimum speeds of 500 to 600 
miles per hour. 

Neither the Army nor the Air 
Force will release test data. But 
a partly surpressed dispute arose 
between the two services last 
November when the results con- 
sidered reliable leaked out. Ac- 
cording to the unofficial reports 
then, there were two series of 
tests. The first Nike fired was 
a failure, a clean miss. The sec- 
ond Nike tracked the first Nike 
and destroyed it. Two other Nikes 
were fired after the target was 
out of range. 

In the second testtthe Nike won 
out. The first one fired destroyed 
the Matador, according to the un- 
official report, at very long 
range. The second one burst in 
the midst of the debris of the 
first explosion. 

The Air Forde is convinced that 
inherent limitations of the weapon 
make it of dubious value in the 
face of the kind of air attacks 
that Russia would be capable of 
making. 

The Air Force also believes 
Nike B will represent little im- 
provement over the capabilities 
of Nike I, although Nike B is re- 
ported to have a range of about 
50 miles. 

The Air Force has made anotbh- 
er startling charge. It says that 
the designer of the Nike has 
recommended that the Army con- 
ceive a complete new system 
rather than to try to adapt the 
Nike to a “‘seeker.”’ The Nike 
does not employ a “seeker” or 
homing device to lead it to its 
target. Unlike the Air Force 
Bomare and Taios missiles, the 
Air Foree said, the Nike cannot 
be steered once it is in flight. Its 
course has to be set at the firing 
point.

When first joined the 
Boys Club, his sons were ‘‘in 
bad shape.’ Ranging in age 
from 6 to 13, they had been 
deeply hurt and bewildered by 
their mother’s behavior. The 
three older boys were angry 
and resentful; the younger ones 
heartbroken. 

Gradually, their hurt was 
pushed into the background by 
the friendly counseling and ab- 
sorbing activities at the club. 
Slowly, the help of the 
Boys Club, they are regaining 
security, relearning to trust 
others. 


HELP FOR GIRLS 


Girls, too, discover they are 
an important part of the world 
and learn how to live success- 
fully at the Atlanta Girls Club, 
another Community Chest 
agency. 

Maladjusted children are 
ready for home placement after 
care at the Atlanta Child’s 
Home, which provides tempo- 
rary shelter and loving care for 
neglected and unwanted young- 
sters under 6 years of age. 
Children live at the home until 
accredited agencies can make 
more permanent plans for 
their adoption or foster home 
placement. 

Youngsters receive’ special 
diets, medical care and nurs- 
ery school training designed to 
help them overcome emotional 
problems. Capacity of the 
home is 80 children. 


LEGAL AID 


The Atlanta Legal Aid Society 
was established in 1924 to pro- 
vide legal service for citizens 
of Fulton and DeKalb counties 
who are not able to pay law- 
yers’ fees. It furnishes legal 
advice and counsel in cases 
requiring court litigation. No 
criminal cases are accepted un- 
less the judge appoints the 
agency as counsel. 

The Atlanta Urban League 
helps Negro citizens by improv- 
ing their health, housing, edu- 
cation, recreation and employ- 
ment opportunities. It discovers 
community needs affecting Ne- 
groes and interests individuals 
and groups in attempting to 
meet them.
